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Some parting words 

The resignation af the American UN. Ambassador Mr. 
Moynihan is not totally regretted, though neither is it profusely 
applauded. There are two aspects of the event that deserve 
comment: the man's style, and his nation’s substantive policy 
statements at the United Nations. 

As for Mr. Moynlhan’s style, it is in the same category 
as Henry Kissinger’s ties — a fresh breeze, a new look, a 
snappy style, but all of them in the realm of the purely in¬ 
consequential. If the American public loved Mr. Moynflian’s 
performances at the United Nations, that is none of our busi¬ 
ness, we are happy for the brief honeymoon that appa¬ 
rently flourished between Mr. Moynihan and his people. 

As for the substance of his statements, however, we have 
a few parting words for the man, as well as for his boss Henry 
Kissinger. 

Mr. Moynihan came to the United Nations fired by the 
confrontatory spirit that he so dramatically denounced in the 
Third World..He came to the UN. to put the rest of the world 
in its place. It was a policy that was initiated by his predeces¬ 
sor, Mr. Scali, who complained about things like “the tyranny 
of the majority." 

The best reply to these things — these things being the 
heart of the new American posture at the United Nations — 
comes from none other than the U.N. Secretary-General, Kurt 
Waldheim. He has repeatedly told anyone who would listen 
that the U.N. is nothing more than a mirror of the world. If 
the U.N. seems imperfect to some people, it is because the 
world is imperfect. If Mr. Moynihan was upset by the recurring 
anti-American and anti-Israel majority votes in thd* UN., it is 
worth Mr. Moynihan’s time to think about the meaning of 
these votes. 

The anti-American and anti-Israeli votes are not the work 
of a hostile group of nations who get pleasure out of ringing 
up procedural victories on the General Assembly electronic 
scoreboard. The General Assembly is a forum of the sovereign 
nations of the world, and the United Nations is a forum, if an 
imperfect one, where these nations can take a public stand on 
issues of international concern. If there is an "automatic" majo¬ 
rity of states that disagree with U-S policies, this is a minor 
of the world. Mr. Moynihan and his employers should note 
that if they don’t like the look of things at the U.N., they should 
not start talking about the lack of democracies in the world, 
but should rather take a closer look at their own policies and 
find out what exactly they contain hat is no repugnant to the 
other nations of the globe. 

\Ve do not totally mount Mr. Moynihan’s departure be¬ 
cause his antics may have helped everybody take a fresh look 
at the United Nations, and that can only help us all if it does 
nothing more that make us appreciate the mirror character of 
the organisation. 


Israeli treatment of 
civilians discussed in 
Red Crescent meet 

AMMAN. - The Red Crescent’s 
central general assembly held 
a meeting Tuesday noon to dis¬ 
cuss the situation of the civi¬ 
lian population in the Israeli 
occupied territories in the light 
of Israel’s continuous violations 
of human rights in these terri¬ 
tories. 

“The society,” Dr. Ahmad 
Abu Qura, President of the Red 
Crescent Society said, had in¬ 
formed the world public opi¬ 
nion about Israel’s violations 
which contradict the reso¬ 
lutions adopted at various Red 
Cross international conferences 
such as resolutions passed at 
Istanbul conference in 1969 and 
the Teheran conference in 1973 
which stressed the necessity 
for implementation of measures 
to ensure protection of the ci¬ 
vilian population and guarantee 
the right of refugees to return 
to their homeland. 

"The Red Crescent Society,” 
Dr. Abu Qura concluded, "is 
currently working towards in¬ 
forming the public on Israel’s 
ways of tortures used against 
civilians and the necessary ef¬ 
fective measures to cdmbat 
them.

with export gains 


TOKYO, Feb. 2 (AFP). — The 
Japanese steel industry has 
found the export business tur¬ 
ning brighter with a rush of in¬ 
quiries on large-scale purchases 
from China and the Soviet 
Union in addition to recovery 
in U S. demand. 

The Chinese inquiries are 
connected with China's plan to 
buy 1.5 million to two million 
tons of Japanese steet goods in 
addition to four million tons al¬ 
ready purchased since last Ap¬ 
ril, industrial sources said. 

A Japanese steel industry 
mission led by Yoshihiro Inaya- 
xa, Nippon Steel Corporation 
chairman, visited Peking Jan. 
13-22. 

He is believed to have rea¬ 
ched a general agreement with 
die Chinese trade authorities 
on the plan. 

The Chinese inquiries inclu¬ 
ded $120 million dollars worth 
of seamless steel piping for use 
ir. oilfields, and $7 million 
worth of ordinary steel piping. 

If the entire additional Chi¬ 
nese purchases are realised, 
China may become the largest 
purchaser of Japanese steel 
goods for this fiscal 1976, even 
topping America, traditionally 
the most -important customer 
for the industry, the sources 
said. 

The Soviet inquiries so far 
received involve 500,000 tons 
of steel goods, chiefly steel pi¬ 
ping of one metter or larger 
caliber for hauling oil or natu¬ 
ral gas needed under Moscow's 
Siberian development program¬ 
me, the sources added.

Action needed for 
strict conduct code 
for multinationals 

BONN, Feb. 2 (AFP). — Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt today 
urged for the speeding up of ef¬ 
forts to draw up a code of con¬ 
duct for multinational compa¬ 
nies. 

He told a symposium that 
brought together representa¬ 
tives of several European mul¬ 
tinationals that he regretted 
the slow progress made to¬ 
wards agreement on such a co¬ 
de and the fact that such firms 
had themselves not put for¬ 
ward any concrete, proposals. 

Heinz Oskar Vetter, Chair¬ 
man of the DGB, the West Ger¬ 
man Trade Union Confedera¬ 
tion, urged a more active state 
control and a strengthening of 
Trade Union influence in multi¬ 
national enterprises. 

Mr. Vetter expressed the view 
that a "code of conduct" that 
simply reflected the "good in¬ 
tentions" of such companies 
would be insufficient binding 
international norms were need¬ 
ed, he said.

Decision time for America 
over her economic relations 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AFP). 
— The U.S. government will be 
reaching a number of decisions 
in the next three months or so 
that will indicate the pattern 
of future economic relations 
between the United States and 
other industrial countries. 

Next Wednesday, the govern¬ 
ment will say “Yes or No" to 
the landing of the supersonic 
airliner Concorde in this coun¬ 
try. 

Hie decision, announced by 
Transportation Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Coleman, will be followed 
by two others between now and 
May. 

The Anglo-French Concorde 
affair is certainly the most spe¬ 
ctacular of the three decisions, 
but it is not necessarily the 
most important economically. 

The first place the matter 
concerns only two o fAmeric&'s 
trading partners. And if the pla¬ 
ne is banned from U.S. airports, 
any reprisals would no doubt 
come from professional or tra¬ 
de union sources rather than 
from the governments concern¬ 
ed. 

The second decision relates 
to special steel imports quotas, 
and the third concerns compen¬ 
satory customs dues on import¬ 
ed automobiles. 

Two weeks ago the foreign 
trade commission recommended 
that imported special steels be 
subjected to a quota level 10 
per cent below the figure for 
American consumption. 

President Ford is scheduled 
to give a ruling on this in about 
six weeks from now. If he re¬ 
jects the recommendation, Con¬ 
gress will have the right to 
over-rule him.

I New York I 
businessmen favour 
Concorde trial 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AFP). 
—The Franco-British superso¬ 
nic air, liner Concorde should 
undergo a six-month test at 
Kennedy airport here, the New 
York Board of Trade considers 
today. 

Holmes Brown, President of 
the -leading businessmen's or¬ 
ganisation, said: "we believe 
that the controversy surround¬ 
ing the use of the new jetliner 
can be resolved only by an ac¬ 
tual test under normal operat¬ 
ing condition.” 

Gilbert Robinson, another 
board of trade member, put it 
this way: “if you’re going to 
test (Concorde) any pice. New 
York, the commercial centre of 
the world, is the only fair test 
area." 

The board said that the test 
would enable the noise factor 
and New York businessmen's 
interest in Concorde to be as¬ 
certained. 

New York, it said, offered an 
exceptional concentration of in¬ 
ternational travellers, who co¬ 
nstituted a first-rate market 
for the airliner. 

The Secretary of Transport 
William Coleman is due to an¬ 
nounce on Wednesday whether 
or not Concorde can land in 
the United States. 

It was learned in London that 
British Airways' Concorde had 
39 passengers when it flew off 
to Bahrain today on its third 
commercial flight. Its maximum 
payload is lOO-paasea gers.

JAKARTA, Feb. 3, (AFP). — 
Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Adam Malik warned here today 
that a ship carrying United 
Nations Envoy Vittorio Guicci- 
ardi risked being sunk if it at¬ 
tempted to penetrate disputed 
areas of East Timor. 

At the same time. Radio Diii, 
monitored here, reported that 
pro-Indonesian authorities in 
the Timorese capital had order¬ 
ed their forces to fire on any 
ship or aircraft passing thro- 
ough or approaching east Tim¬ 
or’s territorial waters or air 
space. 

Mf Guicciardi is on a U.N. 
fact-finding mission with a 
Security Council mandate to 
meet with ail parties involved 
in the East Timor struggle. 

He had made several unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to contact 
the pro-Independence Fretilin 
(Timorese Revolutionary Front) 
Movement on the island when 
Portugal agreed to provide a 
navy corvette from Darwin, 
Australia, for his trip to Freti¬ 
lin-controlled zones. 

Mr Guicciardi has already 
had extensive meetings with 
Indonesian officials and with the 
pro-Indonesian authorities who 
set up in Dili when a late De¬ 
cember incursion by pro-Indo- 
nesian forces forced the Fret¬ 
ilin to withdraw to the mounta¬ 
ins. ” ■
